low fertility, according to the bulletin 
of the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture.

bulletin were begun by the college in 
1924 on four typical soil regions of 
Southeast Missouri; clay loam; san­ 
dy loam, heavy loam and fine sandy 
loam. 
Five varieties, 
the 
survivors

trials that included a much 
larger 
number, were planted on all four of 
these soil types in 1924, 
1925, 
and 
1926. 
Th^se 
varieties 
are 
Delfos, 
Acala, Express, Cleveland-Wannama- 
ker and Trice. 
Delfos was superior to 
arieties both in yield of 
money value per acre on 
loam and heavy loam. 
Express is W’ell adapted to a wide 
range of soil conditions. It is 
early 
enough for the rich heavy soils and 
also grows with sufficient vigor 
to 
produce well on the sandy soils. 
Acala is adapted to medium-textur- 
ed soils 
of 
moderate fertility. 
Its 
tendency tow*ard late maturity 
and 
excessive vegetative 
growffh 
is not 
well adapted to rich, heavy soils.

produces, where well adapted, on ex­ 
cellent quality of lint and is easily 
picked. 
Trice is a good short-staple cotton 
for rich soil.

The scorching sun m ay parch the 
earth and w inter our 
crops 
before 
m aturity. 
T orrents way descend and 
w'ash them aw ay or leave them ro t­ 
ting in th e field.

‘‘hope springs eternal in the 
human 
b re a st”, th e re is no way 
of beating 
us nut of a good winter crop. 
We are not affected hy the icy bliz­ 
zards of the north nor the blistering 
heat of the south. 
We can snap our 
fingers in th e face of the banker and 
the credit m erchant, for w'e need no 
hacking nor supplies 
nor 
expensive 
equipm ent. 
All we need is an em pty nail keg 
hy the stove in Sim pkins’ store. Ju st 
lean back ag ain st the counter, allow 
the muscles to completely relax, let 
the im gaination run riot. 
T he ton­ 
gue will act as a safety valve 
and 
prevent an y dam age to the grey m a t­ 
ter. 
We had a crop session a few days 
tgo th a t w'ould make th e Minneapolis 
Board of T ra d e sound like a Q uaker 
meeting. 
It opened about 9 o’clock a. m., 
a 
quorum being prseent. we disposed of 
the W orld Court, the 
Income 
Tax, 
Mexico, N icaragua, H enry Ford, the 
Charleston, 
prohibition, 
evolution, 
bobbed h air ami the N ebualr 
Irypo- 
thesis. 
A fter settling all these questions 
so satisfactorily that they need never 
come up to trouble us any more, we 
started farm in g . 
The first thing was to reduce 
the 
cotton acreag e 50 per cent. 
In less 
than 10 minutes, by fertilizing and 
intensive cultivation, we had this land 
producing 3 bales per acre.

getting orders from D enm ark fo r t u r ­ 
nips and 
rutabagas. 
A 
radiogram 
from Greely, Colo., said if we didn’t 
go out of th e potato business at once 
they would be compelled to do so. We 
had erected gigantic silos and filled 
them with sau er kraut for the Mil­ 
waukee trad e , but the m ost stupend­ 
ous th in g we had to cope w ith was 
the hay crop. 
Peas, oats, soybeans, cane, millet, 
sw’eet clover, alsyke, tim othy, sudan, 
alfalfa and red top— th e lightest yield 
was th ree tons per acre and much of 
it doubled that. 
By 11:00 o’clock hay had dropped 
to $1.50 per ton and no buyers. This 
caused a stam pede for live stock 
to 
eat the feed. A few went in for hogs, 
sheep and w<»rk stock, but the ma 
iority jumped rig h t into 
th e 
dairy 
business and hy 11:30, Jerseys, G uer­ 
nseys, 
Holsteins 
and 
milch goats 
were pouring in by train loads. 
A cream ery w as hastily erected on 
the banks of C urrent River ju st be­ 
low the cotton seed oil mill, hut hav­ 
ing no idea as to th e vast quantity of 
milk they would have to handle, the 
cream was soon overflow ing into the 
river, ami from this little oversight a 
queer incident occurred: 
A bootlegger, in m aking his rgeu 
lar trips up C u rren t river, noticed the 
ivory colored w ater ami 
also 
that 
his m otor was laboring very hard and 
losing speed. 
Upon investigation he 
found th a t the prow w’as pushing a 
heavy scum of cream in front while 
his propeller w as chu rn in g up great 
balls of b u tter behind. 
He dropped 
back down to head q u arters, anchor 
ed his boat a little up 
stream 
and 
left the motor running. 
Then 
s ta ­ 
tioning himself below with a dipnet 
he g athers the golden h arv est 
and 
loads it in barges as it floats to him 
All went well until a pipe bursted 
in th e oil mill and allowed the cotton 
seed oil to mingle w ith the cream in 
the river. 
So until the pipe is repair 
ed he will have to m a rk et his product 
as oleom argarine, b u t even

he says “it beats bootlegging”.
